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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

Claims 3-5, 8-11, 13-16, 19-24 and 28-41 are pending in the application. 

This action is in response to applicants' amendment dated July 1 1 , 2005. Claims 
26 and 27 have been cancelled; Claims 3, 8, 9, 11, 13, 19-21, 23 and 24 have been 
amended; and Claims 28-41 are newly added. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants* arguments filed July 11, 2005 have been fully considered with the 
following effect: 

1 . The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 102, anticipation rejection of claims 3-5, 8-11, 13-16, 19-24, 26 and 27 labeled 
paragraph 1 maintained in the last office action, which is hereby withdrawn. 

2. The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 102, anticipation rejection of claims 3-5, 8-11, 13-16, 19-24, 26 and 27 labeled 
paragraph 2 maintained in the last office action, which is hereby withdrawn. 

3. The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph rejection labeled paragraph 3 maintained in the last office 
action, which is hereby withdrawn. 
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In view of the amendment dated July 1 1 , 2005, the following new grounds of 
rejection and/or reinstated rejections apply: 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set 
forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 3-5, 1 0, 1 1 , 22, 29 and 33-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at 
the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
amendment to the process of claim 29 where the acetal is the open chain congener is not 
described in the specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office action. 

5. Claims 31 , 38 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The amendment to the 
process of claim 31 where the acetal is the open chain congener is not described in the 
specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office action. 
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6. Claims 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was 
filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The amendment to the process of claim 40 
and 41 where R1-R19 includes the definition where R1-R19 are selected from the group 
consisting of unsaturated, branched, linear, or cyclic alkyl, heteroalkyl, aryl, and heteroaryl; 
and mixtures of the foregoing, wherein hetero refers to O, S, N, or P is not described in the 
specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The following reason(s) apply: 

a) Claim 33 recites the limitation "the acetal" in the 3 rd line of the claim. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Objections 

8. Claims 29 and 32 are objected to because of the following informalities: the faxed 
copy has cut off a portion of the last line on pages 6 and 9, respectively. Appropriate 
correction is required.

9. Claims 8, 9, 13-16, 19-21 , 23, 24, 28 and 30 are allowed. None of the prior art of 
record or a search in the pertinent art area teaches the process of preparing the 
furanosylated indolocarbazoles as claimed herein.
